MacVeagh, who ig. counsel for a number 
of coal barons, continued his cross-exam- 
ination today. The well-known lawyer went 
at his task as if he liked it. 

“It is a good brain exerciser,” said Mr. 
MacVengh, ‘‘to be pitted against a man like 
Mitchell. He is a magnificent witness. If 
one accomplishes results in cross-examin- 
at such @ man it is something to be proud 
Ss 

Over a score of the best lawyers who are 
at the command of the untold wealth of the 
railroad and mining companies in the an- 
thracite district have given rapt attention 
to the cross-examination. For almost three 
full court days they have had a rare treat 
in the contest that is taking place between 
Mitchell and the employers’ lawyers. They 
freely admit that Mitchell, as a witness, 
well nigh approaches the marvelous. They 
can't understand how Mitchell, who entered 
the mines at the age of 12, can take care of 
himself so thoroughly against the trained 
minds that are working at high pressure to 
trap him. 


Mitchell’s Manner 
on the Stand. 

Mitchell appears to be unaware that he 
is the focal point of all eyes. At times he 
Swings slowly to and fro in the pivoted wit- 
Ness chair, but never oncé does he take his 


eyes from the examining lawyer asking the 
questions. It ise evident that he considers

en the counsel is putting a question his 
mouth opens ata ty.

The increase in traffic is grow- 
ing so rapidly that the additional revenue 
will fully offset the extra sums given for 
wages.”’ 

It is known here that. within.the next 
few weeks, increases of the wages of their 
employes wil! be announced by various 
railroad companies that wiil, in round fig- 
ures, swell the yeariy income of the 660,000 
men affected by at least $15,000,000, and 
probably by more than $20,000,000. A con- 
servative estimate of the sum {Is $17,000,000.

LALA MATHEWS DIDN’T WANT TO 
BE A “FRIEND.” 


St. Louis Medical Student From West 
Plains, Mo., Planned Tragic End 
to Unsuccessful Affair of 
the Heart. 

Lala Mathews, a medical student, 20 vears 


old, departed from his boarding house, 3006 
Pine street, last Thursday night, after an- 


nouncing to fellow-students that he in- | 


tended to go to Houston, Mo., to kill Miss 
Myrtle Deweese, with whom he was desper- 
/ately tn love. 

After reaching Houston he wrote to Per- 
ry Lee Stephens, his roommate and fellow- 
medical student, that lack of opportunity 
prevented him from carrying out his tragic 
purpose. He declared he would continue to 
| seek the opportunity to kill Miss Deweese, 
'and intimated that he would also commit 
| suicide. 

Oliver Harter, a traveling salesman, who 
arrived in St. Louis last night from Hous- 
ton, where he has been visiting relatives, 
brought word to Stephens that Mathews 
had shot himself in the left breast, in- 
flicting a dangerous wound. 

According to Harter, Mathews went to 
_a hollow near the cdge of the town Sunday 
morning, and pointing a revolver at his 
chest, snapped the trigger four tim#& un- 
seccessfully.

He told her she was ir danger and to be 
on guard, without explaining exactly what 
he meant. But he mentioned Mathews’ 
name. 

She immediately replied as follows: 

HOUSTON, Mo., Nov. 10, 1902. 
Dear Friend Colvin: Your letter just re- 
ceived and will answer on return mall. For 
goodness sake, cmid, please write and tell me 
what you know and mean about lIala. I ap- 
preciate your kidnness very much. Write and 
explain, Colvin, right away. Yours very truly, 

MYRTLE. 

Bradley then wrote to Miss Deweese, he 
says, giving her all the infermation in 
his possession. He told her that Mathews 
had announced that he would go to Hous- 
ton to kill her and then kill himself. He 
told her that Mathews had said that she 
had ruined his life; that he didn’t care to 
study to be a doctor if she wouldn't love 
him. and that if he couldn't marry her he 
was going “to fix it’ so nobody else 
could. 


BOUGHT REVOLVER HERE. 

To this letter Bradley received no reply. 
Mathews started for Houston, in fact, be- 
fore he had time to get a letter. He feels 
certain, however, that Miss Deweese’s fam- 
ily acted upon his information and care- 
fully guarded her from Mathews. 

Bradley and Stephens, Mathews’ room- 
mate, told the Post-Dispatch this morning 
that Mathews bought a revolver Thursday 
evening before going to Union Station. — 

Having done ali they could to turn 
Mathews from his tragic purpose and In ar- 
ranging for Miss Deweese’s protection, 
Bradley and Stephens waited to hear the 
result of their college mate’s murderous 
mission

letter:

“Mathews was desperately in love with 
Miss Deweese.”’ said Perry Stephens to the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘“‘But lately he began to 
realize that he did not stand the highest 
in her affectiona. 

“He wanted her to tell him that she 
loved him, but she would not. She wrote 
that she liked him as a friend, but noth- 
ing more. She said that it was nice to 
have friends and that he ought to like her 
for a friend. 

“But Mathews thought the reason she 
wanted him only for a friend was because 
she loved somebody else. 

“He didn't want to be a doctor, he said, 


lit she didn’t love him. In fact, he said 


he didn't want to live at all if she wouldn't 
marry: him. 

“We tried to talk him out of it, but he 
couldn't sec it our way.’’ 

George Mathews, father of the would-be 
suicide, is a prominent contractor of south- 
east Missouri. He is now engaged in erect- 
ing the new state asylum at Farmington. 
He is said to be wealthy. The family is 

y respected at West Plains, where 
y live. Lala is the only son. 

West Plains is about 60 miles from Hous- 
ton, and young Mathews met Miss De- 
weese on a visit there about a year and 
a half ago. Thev have corresponded since 
Mathews entered Barnes Medical college. 
This is his first year at the college. He 
was 20 years old last Saturday. He planned, 
his fellow students, say. to kill himeelf 
and Miss Deweese on his birthday. 

Mies Deweese is 19 years old. She is one 
of several daughters of J. W. Deweese, 
who was made county clerk of Texas coun- 
ty at the recent election. Houston is the 
county seat of Texas county. It is 18 miles 
from a railroad, Cabool. on the “Gulf” 
road, being the nearest station. 

Perry Stephens, Mathews’ roommate, is 
from West Plains. He was brought up 
with Mathews. Bradley is from Houston, 
and his interest in protecting Miss De- 
weese was given impetus by the fact that 
he is a friend of her younger sister.

Cleage’s December Deal in Corn Still

Manipulation today was the conspicuous 
market influence in the principal cereals. 
Corn appears to be tied up for December 
in the three speculative centers of St. 
Louis, Chicago and Kansas City, and shorts 
have put prices up sharply in their efforts 
to get out. The weather and buying by 
exporters, who are in as bad a hole as 
the shorts, apparently have given the peo- 
ple who are running the deal complete con- 
trol of the situation. Wheat is still be- 
ing worked by Armour without regard to 
natural conditions or the bears’ feelings. 
While such a speculative condition as 
manipulation can run the markets there is 
no use in expressing an opinion. 


WHEAT—There had been little response 
by Liverpool to yesterday’s further ad- 
vance on this side, the cables announcing 
4.@3d gain at opening and %d of that lost 
subsequently. But neither this indifference 
of the foreign market nor the large receipts 
at this point—197,600 bu had arrived here, 
against 36,000 bu one year ago—had the 
slightest effect upon the market. Chicago 
advices indicating Armour had that mar- 
ket badly tied up, unsettled weather 
in the Northwest, where receipts had 
fallen off smartly—766 cars at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth, against 12 
a vear ago, and the booming corn
